Prospectus  and 
Production  Highlights 


The  purpose  of  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind  is  to  pro- 
vide visually  handicapped  people  with 
educational  and  recreational  literature 
in  braille,  large  type,  and  recorded 
form  and  to  manufacture  the  teaching 
aids,  special  tools,  and  special  supplies 
necessary  for  their  education. 

APH  is  the  oldest  national,  private 
nonprofit  agency  for  the  blind  and 
near-blind  in  the  United  States  and 
the  world's  largest  publishing  house 
for  the  blind.  Incorporated  in  1858  as 
a  private,  nonprofit  organization,  its 
policies  are  guided  by  a  Corporate 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Since  1879,  APH  has  had  the 
responsibility  to  administer  the  federal 
funds  provided  under  the  Act  to  Pro- 
mote the  Education  of  the  Blind.  This 
means  that  we  are  the  official  source 
of  school  materials  for  students  of  less 
than  college  level  in  the  United  States. 
We  are  assisted  in  administering  this 
responsibility  by  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees,  who  are  heads  of  residential 
facilities  for  the  education  of  the 
blind,  representatives  of  state  depart- 
ments of  education  and  other  educa- 
tional agencies  for  the  blind. 
These  trustees  participate  on  our  ad- 
visory committees  and  at  our  annual 
meetings,  which  provide  a  forum  for

the  exchange  of  ideas  and  information 
between  our  staff,  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees,  and  other  educators. 

The  work  that  we  do  on  a  contract 
basis  for  other  organizations  com- 
prises a  great  part  of  our  output.  This 
production  includes  such  items  as 
braille  and  recorded  books  for  the  Na- 
tional Library  Service  for  the  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped,  braille 
menus  for  restaurants,  cassette  tapes 
for  religious  groups,  adapted  informa- 
tional materials  for  commercial  in- 
dustries, and  tactile  signs. 

Through  our  fund-raising  efforts,  we 
are  able  to  produce  braille  and  record- 
ed editions  of  the  Reader's  Digest 
each  month  and  recorded  copies  of 
Newsweek  Magazine,  most  of  which 
are  distributed  to  adult  blind  persons 
and  regional  libraries  at  no  cost.  The 
graph  below  gives  a  general  percen- 
tage breakdown  of  our  products  and 
sources  of  income.

Executive  Report 

This  is  the  116th  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Ex 
Officio  Trustees  of  the 
American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind.  Each  year,  we  are 
pleased  to  meet  with  our 
friends  and  consumers  here 
in  Louisville,  and  this  year  is 
no  exception. 

Our  funding  for  the  Act  to 
Promote  the  Education  of 
the  Blind  for  the  1985  Fiscal 
Year  is  $5,510,000.  Of  this 
sum,  $5,020,000  is  allocated 
to  educational  materials, 
$350,000  is  allocated  to 
research  and  development, 
and  the  $140,000  helps  to 
cover  our  administrative 
costs. 

Our  registration,  as  of  the 
first  Monday  in  January 
1984,  was  44,313  students. 
This  is  an  8%  increase; 
3,168  more  students  than  in 
FY  1984.  Consequently,  the 
per  capita  amount  for  FY 
1985  is  $113.28.  This  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year. 
A  breakdown  of  this  large 
group  of  students  according 
to  reading  medium  reveals 
that  7,105  read  braille, 
13,961  read  large  type,  1,283 
read  both,  and  21,964  read 
neither.  Students  attending 
public  schools  number 
29,209  and  9,156  attend 
residential  schools.  The 
figure  for  rehabilitation  or 
postgraduate  programs  is 
5,948. 

This  spring,  once  again  an 
attempt  was  made  to  amend 
our  legislation.  This  effort 
concentrated  on  elimination 
of  eligibility  for  students 
enrolled  in  rehabilitation  pro- 
grams and  elimination  of  the 
permanent  $10,000  ap- 
propriation stemming  from 


the  trust  fund  set  up  in 
1879.  We  were  able,  with  the 
help  of  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees  and  other  friends,  in 
and  out  of  Congress,  to  suc- 
cessfully withstand  these  ef- 
forts to  amend  the  Act  to 
Promote  the  Education  of 
the  Blind. 

During  the  1984  Fiscal 
Year,  the  Printing  House 
continued  to  struggle  with 
economic  problems.  The  last 
four  years  of  essentially  flat 
funding  under  the  Act  have 
put  a  serious  financial  strain 
on  our  ability  to  provide  our 
trustees  and  their  students 
with  a  variety  of  materials  of 
increasing  quantity  and  quali- 
ty. An  increase  in  sales  of 
almost  7%  in  FY  1984  was 
very  helpful.  For  the  first 
time,  sales  exceeded  the 
twelve  million  dollar  level. 
We  continued,  and  are  con- 
tinuing, widespread  efforts 
to  reduce  or  contain  our 
operating  costs.  This  spring 
and  summer,  we  made  a 
comprehensive  review  of  our 
financial  and  manufacturing 
operations  to  identify  hard- 
ware and  software  necessary 
to  bring  these  to  increased 
levels  of  efficiency.  We  have 
initiated  activities  to  obtain 
funds  to  implement  our 
findings. 

Progress  was  made  during 
the  year  in  several  manufac- 
turing areas.  In  Braille 
Stereograph,  we  put  into 
operation  the  raised  map  and 
diagram-embossing  equip- 
ment we  have  designed.  Its 
use  should  result  in  greatly 
improved  maps  and  diagrams 
in  braille  books.  We  ac- 
quired, and  put  into  opera- 
tion, two  new  printers  for 


short  run  large  type.  Use  of 
these  greatly  reduces  the  time 
required  for  delivery  of  short 
run  orders  and  also 
reduces  the  necessity  to  inven- 
tory many  short  run  large  type 
books. 

For  the  first  time,  our 
cassette  production  exceeded 
one  million  units.  Sales  of  the 
cassette  dictionary  have  been 
strong.  In  our  educational  aids 
area,  we  were  finally  able  to 
become  current  in  delivering 
orders  for  the  Sensory  Stimula- 
tion Kit.  A  number  of  new  aids 
were  introduced  during  the 
year.  We  have  initiated  a  review 
of  current  aids  to  determine 
where  redesign  would  upgrade 
the  quality  of  the  aids  and 
reduce  manufacturing  costs. 

Improvement  of  our 
marketing  activities  has  been  a 
goal  during  the  year.  We 
started  a  program  to  produce 
and  sell  our  inventory  listings 
to  trustees.  This  will  enable 
them  to  coordinate  their  orders 
with  our  inventories.  About  40 
trustees  are  utilizing  this  ser- 
vice. We  are  beginning  to  sup- 
ply parts  lists  with  our  pro- 
ducts, making  replacement  of 
missing  parts  less  difficult.  A 
phone  consulting  service  has 
been  initiated.  We  plan  to  con- 
tact each  trustee  twice  annually 
to  ascertain  his  needs  or  iden- 
tify problems  experienced  with 
our  services.  It  is  hoped  this 
will  improve  our  ability  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  customers. 

It  is  not  common  knowledge 
that  the  costs  of  all  of  our 
buildings  and  all  our  manufac- 
turing equipment  are  funded  by 
donations  from  the  public.  Dur- 
ing FY  1984,  we  continued  to 
enjoy  the  support  of  many  per- 
sons throughout  the  nation.  Ef-

The  Committee  met  twice 
during  the  year:  May  11, 
1984,  in  Louisville  with  all 
members  present  and  Oc- 
tober 20,  1984,  with  all 
members  present,  except  Dr.

Major  business  transacted 
by  the  Committee  included 
the  following: 

Mr.  Ralph  McCracken, 
APH  Editor,  reported  that 
the  "M"  process  for  single 
copy  large  type  production, 
which  was  introduced  during 
the  fall  of  1983,  has  shown 
considerable  success.  APH 
has  been  able  to  provide  a 
two-week  turnaround  on 
orders  for  this  process.  In  ad- 
dition, the  process  has  had 
benefits  for  APH  by  enabling 
a  reduction  in  inventory. 


Twenty-seven  agencies  have 
given  APH  permission  to  use 
the  "M"  process  at  their 
discretion. 

Mr.  McCracken  also 
reported  that  some  changes 
would  be  made  in  the 
catalogs,  including  a  combin- 
ed regular-run  and  short-run 
large  type  catalog  and  an  im- 
proved index  for  the  Instruc- 
tional Aids  Catalog. 

Mr.  Carl  Lappin,  Textbook 
Consultant  for  APH, 
presented  the  new  textbooks 
to  the  Committe  in  May 
which  were  unanimously 
adopted  for  publication  in 
braille  and  large  type  by 
August  1985.  The  approved 
list  of  publications  is  as 
follows:

Textbooks  submitted  to  the 
trustees  for  consideration  under 
this  process  were  in  the  areas 
of  information  processing, 
biological  science,  and  secon- 
dary mathematics.  These  were 
selected  in  response  to  the 
recent  national  emphasis  on 
math  and  science. 


The  Committee  also  con- 
sidered a  new  collegiate  dic- 
tionary, however,  funding  for 
this  enormous  project  is 
presently  not  available.  APH 
will  research  this  further. 

The  Braille  Unit  Recogni- 
tion Test  Materials  developed 
by  the  Research  Department 
was  approved  for  publication. 
The  Read-Again  braille  pro- 
gram for  adventitiously  blind 
adolescents  and  adults  was 
reviewed  and  referred  to  the 
Publications  Committee's 
spring  meeting  for  approval. 


Acting  upon  the  advice  of 
the  Research  Department, 
the  Committee  decided  to 
delete  all  standardized  tests 
produced  through  the 
vacuum-form  process  from 
volunteer-produced  masters. 
No  tests  of  this  nature  will 
be  accepted  for  this  process 
in  the  future. 

The  Committee  also  urged 
APH  to  investigate 
publishing  the  Brigance 
diagnostic  test  series.  At- 
tempts to  get  permission 
from  the  publisher  have  not 


been  successful. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee 
has  encouraged  me  to  extend 
our  appreciation  to  Dr.  Nolan 
and  the  staff  of  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  fine 
cooperation  we  have  experi- 
enced during  the  past  year.

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NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


NOTE  1 .     SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

(a)  Inventories  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market  on  the  first-in,  first -out 
identification  method. 

(b)  Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  their  estimated  value  at  June  30,  1941,  and  at  cost  for 
additions  since  that  time.  Depreciation,  computed  on  the  straight-line  basis  over 
reasonable  useful  lives  of  the  various  classes  of  assets,  amounted  to  $436  400  and 
$400  844  for  this  and  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

(c)  The  company  is  a  tax  exempt  nonprofit  corporation  under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code. 

NOTE  2.     INTERFUND  NOTE 

During  fiscal  year  1983,  the  General  Fund  borrowed  $524  000  from  the  Endowment 
Fund.  The  demand  note  was  non-interest  bearing  and  was  classified  as  a  long-term 
liability  on  the  balance  sheet  of  the  General  Fund  because  of  the  interfund  relationship. 

During  fiscal  year  1984,  the  Board  authorized  a  transfer  from  the  Endowment  Fund 
to  the  General  Fund  of  $700  000,  $524  000  of  which  was  in  the  form  of  forgiveness  of 
the  interfund  note. 

NOTE  3.     ACCRUED  CONTRIBUTION  TO  PENSION  PLAN 

The  company  has  in  effect,   for  eligible  personnel,  a  noncontributory  pension  plan. 

The  accrued  contribution  to  the  pension  plan  represents  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  the  current  contribution  due  to  the  pension  trust,  final  determination  of  which  was  not 
made  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report. 

Effective  July  1,  1976,  the  plan  was  amended  to  comply  with  the  Employee 
Retirement  Income  Security  Act,  to  eliminate  the  contributions  on  the  part  of  the 
employees  and  to  change  the  benefit  formula.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  chosen  to  fund 
the  past  service  cost  over  a  30 -year  period. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1983,  the  actuarial  cost  method  used  in 
valuation  of  the  plan  was  changed  to  the  service  prorate  credit  unit  funding  method.  The 
method  used  in  the  prior  year  was  the  frozen  initial  liability  method,  a  variant  of  the 
entry  age  normal  method.  Also,  the  method  of  valuing  assets  of  the  fund  was  changed 
to  the  five-year  average  value  method  from  the  mean  of  cost  and  market  values.  The 
changes  were  made  to  produce  a  pattern  of  funding  of  the  plan  more  consistent  with 
managements'  objectives  of  contributions  as  a  constant  percentage  of  payroll  and  to 
minimize  the  effect  of  market  valuation  of  plan  assets. 

The  two  changes  had  the  effect  of  lowering  the  contributions  to  the  plan  in  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1983,  by  $64  196  and  $17  235,  respectively.  Additionally,  the 
change  in  cost  method  reduced  the  unfunded  frozen  actuarial  liability  by  $169  017.

NOTE  4.     FUND  BALANCES 


The    funds   are  all  administered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  are  composed  and 
restricted  as  follows: 

(a)     General  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  a  contribution  of  $25  000  by  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  contributions  and  transfers  from  other  funds,  and  the  accumulated 
income  from  the  activities  of  the  general  fund.

NOTE  4.     FUND  BALANCES   (CONTINUED) 

(b)  Endowment  Fund  -  Board  Restricted 

The  principal  portion  of  the  fund  is  composed  of  undesignated  gifts 
placed  in  this  fund  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  adjusted  for  gains  and  losses  on 
the  sale  of  securities  and  investment  fees.  The  income  portion  of  the  fund 
is  composed  of  income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the 
fund,  reduced  by  fund  raising  expenses  and  by  Board  allocations  to  the 
General  Fund.  Both  elements  of  the  fund  are  to  be  used  as  a  continuing 
endowment  or  expended  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

(c)  Endowment  Fund  -  Donor  Restricted 

This  fund  consists  of  those  gifts  and  bequests  restricted  to  permanent 
endowment  by  donors  adjusted  for  gains  and  losses  on  sale  of  securities.  The 
income  from  investments  is  transferred  to  the  income  portion  of  the  Board 
Restricted  Endowment  Fund. 

(d)  Talking  World  Book  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  restricted  by  donors  and  of 
income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund  and  is  to  be 
used  solely  for  providing  recorded  World  Book  Encyclopedias  to  the  blind. 

(e)  Newsweek  Talking  Magazine  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests  restricted  by  donors 

and  of  income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund,  net 

of   fund   raising  expenses,    and   is  to  be  used  solely  for  providing  copies  of 
Newsweek  talking  magazines  to  the  blind. 

(f)  Fund  for  Braille  and  Recorded  Editions  -  Reader's  Digest 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests  restricted  by  donors 
and  of  income  received  from  investment  of  monies  retained  in  the  fund,  net 
of  fund  raising  expenses,  and  is  to  be  used  for  furnishing  copies  of  the 
Reader's  Digest,  in  braille  and  recorded  editions,  or  for  increasing  production 
facilities  and  services  for  the  blind.  The  fund  is  dedicated  to  editions, 
facility  extensions,  or  endowment,  dependent  upon  the  designation  of  the 
donor.  All  undesignated  contributions  and  fund  raising  expenses  are  allocated 
to  extensions.
